Wallace and Stewart's Treachery. 
Mr. Newlands in his speech the other 


night charged Stewart and "Wallace with 
an attempt to intrigue with the Kepubli- 
can party as to its congressional candi- 
date, and referred among other things to 
O. H. Grey, Governor Colcord, Mr. Tur- 
rittin, Senator Flanigan and other mem- 
bers of the Republican party in confir- 
mation of his statement 


The News interviewed Mr. Gray re- 


garding this and gives his statement 
which confirms Newlands. 


Mr. Gray said: "Some time in Sep- 


tember last Governor Colcord, Mr. Coffin 
and myself were standing on a street 
corner engaged in conversation. Sena- 
tor Stewart came up and asked who are 
the Republicans going to put up for 
Congress? Governor Colcord suggested 
that nothing yet had been decided in the 
matter. Mr. Stewart rejoined that we 
ought to nominate some good man for 
that position and named Mr. Hummel of 
Wadsworth as fin excellent man for the 
position 
I then suggested that there 


was no scarcity of eligible Republicans 
for that position and that fifty good men 
could be found fit to represent Nevada 
in Congress, or for that matter in the 
Senate either." Mr. Stewart replied, 
" Oh, I know that, but you ought to put 
up your best man for that position. 
That would bring Newlands out of his 
hole. He says he will not put up a cent 
except his assessment which is §250. He 
says to spend money iu excess of the 
assessment would be a violation of the 
Corrupt Practices Act," Governor Col- 
cord suggested that the whole matter 
would be carefully considered before any 
action was tnken and that the welfare of 
the Republican party would be the pri- 
mary consideiation and that he hoped 
that personal consideration would uot 
for a moment be entei tamed.

TRAIN ROBBKK8 CAPTURED. 


The Huraboldt llandlti Jailed »t Burns, 


Oregon. 


Two men who are supposed to have 


held np and robbed tbe east-bound 
express train at Hum boldt on the 
morning of July 14, 1898, have been 
arrested and are in jail at Barns, Ore- 
gon. Tbe arreit was made by Deputy 
Sheriff Taylor of this county, who bas 
bad these men under surveillance for 
some time. 


An indictment by tbe grand jury has 


been pending agaitit them sinee No- 
vember, V2, 1898, under the names of 
Leslie Bowie, alias J. J. Smith, alias 
Jauius Stanley, and James Shftw, alias 
Oharlea Wagner. 


The railroad detectives, headed by J. 


N. Thacker, have been working oa the 
case ever since the hold-up and claim 
that they hare strong and sufficient 
evidence to convict these men of the 
robbery. They are known to tbe offl 
oers as bard men and both have served 
terms in tbe Arizona penitentiary for 
train robbery. 


Sheriff McDeid will leave this after- 


noon for Burns to bring tbe outlaws 
here to stand trial. He will be accom- 
panied as far as Ontario by Detective 
Tbaoker. 


Tbe robbery for which these men are 


wanted was one of the most daring and 
well planned hold-ups ever recorded in 
the crime annals of the Pacific Coast 
It occurred at 2 o'clock ou the morn- 
ing of July Id, 1898, about one mile 
this side of the Hnmboldt Honse.—

The remarks of Mr. Huffaker 
in support of tbe resolution were most 
eloquent. He stated that It was un- 
becoming to the members of that com- 
mittee, as American citizens, to attempt 
to depose Mr. Sharon as chairman of 
the committee by the liberal use of 
proxies, without the knowledge of their 
originals being aware for what they 
would be used for when given. He ex- 
plained to the committee'that this was 
not a contest as between men, bat be- 
tween the principle of right and wrong. 


The committee, however, differed 


from Mr. Huffaker, and upon Mr. 
Sain's motion to lay upon the table 
they were placed there by the same 
vote of 31 to 13. 


Mr. Sain then Introduced his resoln-' 


tions concerning Mr. Newlands, which 
were vigorously opposed by Mr. Nixon 
of Humboldt. Mr. Nixon admitted 
that Mr. Newlands was a candidate for 
the United States Senate in opposition 
to Mr. Stewatt, but denied tbe allega- 
tion that Mr. Newlands was In any way 
an enemy to sliver or a man dangerous 
to society. He called the attention of 
the committee that it would be a great 
mistake for such an illustrious body to 
publish to the world such foolish ac- 
cusations and would brand < tbe com- 
mittee Hud every member present who 
voted for them with disgrace. Ho re- 
lated several instancss where Mr. New- 
lands bad proven in tbe most substan- 
tial manner thsffie was a friend of the 
silver cause. He cited the fact that at 
the National Silver Convention held in 
St, Louis in 1896, Mr. Newlands was 
considered a good enough silver man 
to be honored by that representative 
body as its chairman. 


His remarks had the same effect as 


those of the two genilemen who pre- 
ceded him in debating the resolutions, 
and the same were carried by a vote of 
31 to 13. 


Mr. Sain tben called for the reading
